Chicago is alert to any possible action to disrupt 
the operation of the NO. Possibilities under consideration 
are the possibility of implicating one of the leaders as an 
informant for the Bureau or the Chicago PD. When plans for 
this action are formulated, the details will be submitted to 
the Bureau for approval.

A. POTENTIAL COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION 


Bureau authority has been requested to distribute . H 
a leaflet to YSA members and to bulletin boards in the 
S^n Diego area indicating that YSA is becoming involved with 
the "gay set" in San Diego. It is felt that this action 
will make YSA a less desirable group for individuals to Join 
as a result of this counterintelligence action. 

No other counterintelligence action is planned in 
San Diego at this time. — T 

B, pending COUNTERINTELLIGENCE ACTION I 

The only pending counterintelligence action at the 
present time is that described in A above. 

C, TANGIBLE RESULTS 

At the present time the People's Commune which 
housed a group of Individuals who printed "The San Diego 
Street Journal", an underground type newspaper in San Diego, > 
has broken up and properties which this group formerly lived 
in are being sold. Important members of the group have moved 
to other cities and it does not appear that this group can 
operate effectively for some time in the near future. 
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SDS has suffered reverses In San Diego and is 




losing membership as a result. Some Individuals of this group 
hAve left San Diego and the potential for violence or 
disruption by this group has greatly decreased. ■ > 




San Diego continues to follow the activity of all 
radical and new left groups in San Diego. It does not appear 
at this time that any of these groups, except YSA, are able 
to sustain regular meetings and plans for demonstrations 
or any new left actly^l^y

Uinneapolis has suggested that the Bureau conceivably 
remove Bernardlne Dohrn and other New Left fugitives from the 
Top Ten as such status tends to glorify their position. Uinneapolis 
also suggested that as an alternative to removing those fugitives 
from the Top Ton that information bo made available to a reliable 
,and well-known nationally syndicated writer io±Bi>lf in a public article 
that the FBI has not apprehended the fugitives in hiding; however, 
could do so if it wore desired. The reason for this would be that 
the hiding in an underground status of these fugitives is serving 
the ends of the nation by killing the revolutionary movement. 
Uinneapolis feels that if such a statement was made available to 
New Left radicals, it could conceivably force Now Left ftigltives 
to surface.

The recent letter made public from the Weatherman ^ a 
U nderground, presvunably BERNADINE DOHRN, dated 12/6/70 is 
being brought to the Bureau's attention for possible consi- 
deration and evaluation under the Counterintelligence Progreun. ' 

It is obvious from this letter that DOHRN and ■' i 
other Weatherman leaders now believe among themselves that , 
not only is the leadership in the Underground unhappy and - . ; 
suffering from their status as fugitives, but they are 
vitally concerned about a current lagging effect in the 
entire revolutionary movement since they have gone into 
hiding. It would appear advantageous to the Bureau's 
interest from the viewpoint of curtailing the revolutionary ^ 
movement to continue the situation as it is. This situation 
is being brought to the Bureau's attention so that considera- 
tion may be given to several alternatives or courses of action 
other than the normal procedure being followed of going all 
out to immediately locate and apprehend these fugitives.

One alternative might be to continue to hold these ;• 
persons in a fugitive status but not to glorify their 
position as such and conceivably remove DOHRN and others 
arbitrarily from the Top Ten. 
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If the Bureau feels that their apprehension is 
more significant than the current deterring effect on the 
revolutionary movement by their hiding in the Underground# 
then possibly another alternative might be considered to . 
accelerate their removal as fugitives. This alternative 2 
might be having a reliable and well-icnovm nationally ;■ 
syndicated writer subtly reveal or imply in a public ‘ ' 

article that the FBI has not apprehended the fugitives 
in hiding and could do so if it were desired# the reason 
for the deferring of apprehension being that their hiding 
in Underground status is serving the ends of the nation by 
killing the revolutionary movement. This message in re- 
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ceipt of the New Left radicals could conceivably force 
these fugitives to sxirface. 

The Minneapolis Office is in no position to 


weight the merits of the mentioned alternatives. These 
possibilities are merely being passed on for whatever 
serious consideration might be in order.
